FACING FAMINE 

12 MILLION PEOPLE STARVING IN DROUGHT-RIDDEN AFRICA

The largest agency in the fight against 
worldwide hunger is increasing its efforts 
to assist millions of people affected by 
famine and drought in the Horn of Africa. 

OnTuesday the World Food Programme 
began a series of nine airlifts to Mombasa, 
Kenya. 

The total deliveries will bring enough 
“high-energy biscuits,” to feed i.6 million 
people for a day 

On Monday evening, a cargo aircraft 
landed in Nairobi with “Plumpy Sup,” a 
high nutrient substance designed to feed 
malnourished children younger than 5. 

During the next two months, the agency 


is working to deliver a super cereal to So- 
malia. The corn and soy-based blended 
food is fortified with essential micro-nu- 
trients, dried milk powder, sugar and fat 
that is used for moderately malnourished 
children ages 6 months to 23 months. 

About 100,000 Somalis have flocked to 
Mogadishu in search of food and potable 
water, which have disappeared in a dev- 
astating famine and drought, according 
to the U.N. They join more than 370,000 
internal refugees already in the capital in 
war-torn southern Somalia, many of whom 
also face hunger. 

Online donations to the organization 
have surpassed $3 million, according to the 


BACKGROUND 

The U.N. declared famine in five areas 
of southern Somalia in June, including 
Mogadishu. In all, about 12 million people 
in the Horn of Africa region need assis- 
tance. Somalia is the worst hit. 

WFP statement, but the financial goal for 
efforts to help refugees in the Horn of Af- 
rica remains $250 million short of current 
needs. 

The agency is working to deliver more 
than 15,000 tons of energy- and nutrient- 
rich resources to help feed starving refu- 
gees in the region. 


A global social media campaign featuring a Bob 
Marley song was launched by some of the music 
industry’s top stars Tuesday to help stem the hun- 
ger crisis that is increasing in the Horn of Africa. 

More than 150 stars from Lady Gaga, U2, Jus- 
tin Bieber, Jay-Z, The Rolling Stones and Paul 
McCartney are among the well-known figures 
using their Facebook pages and Twitter feeds to 
urge fans to donate money to help the numerous 
families starving in the region. 

The campaign, called “Fm Gonna Be Youi 
Friend,” can be found at imgonnabeyourfriend. 
org. It shows a video of Bob Marley & The Wall- 
ers’ 1973 song “High Tide or Low Tide,” accompa- 
nied by footage of malnourished children created 
by award-winning film director Kevin Macdonald. 

About 3.6 million people are at risk of starva- 
tion in Somalia and 12 million people across the 
Horn of Africa, including in Ethiopia and Kenya, 
the United Nations says. 

The campaign estimated it would reach more 
than a billion people with partners such as Uni- 
versal Music Group, Yahoo, Facebook, AOL, 
MSN, TbuTube and Twitter and the power of 
celebrities’ reach. The combined power of using 
Facebook and Twitter pages alone will reach 730 
million, the campaign said. 

Donations or downloads of “High Tide or Low 
Tide,” for $1.29 will go to the Save the Children 
appeal for east Africa and used for food, water 
and medicine. 

Other stars participating include Sting, David 
Beckham, Eminem, Rihanna, Annie Lennox, Bru- 
no Mars, Madonna, Ricky Martin and Lily Allen. 

“High Tide or Low Tide” was chosen by the 
Marley family for the resonance of the single’s 
lyrics, “Fm Gonna Be Your Friend” and also can 
be found on facebook.com/bobmarley. 

The video starts with the slogan “The Worst 
Drought in Decades” and after showing images 
of starving and thirsty children, ends with a black- 
and-white image of Marley behind the message, 
“Millions of children are facing starvation.”

She probably loves Hello 
Kitty makes the peace sign in every photo and eats kimchee for 
breakfast, lunch and dinner. These are generalizations and stereo- 
types we both already knew about me. 

But thanks to a recent study conducted by the Center for Work-

Victim’s mother recalis 
the day; no one in custody 
as of Tuesday, police say

Todd Brown was starting his everyday rou- 
tine Monday afternoon, boarding a CTA 
bus down the street from his mother’s South 
Shore apartment for a lo-mile trip to his job 
at a downtown restaurant, his family says. 

It was the middle of rush hour when his bus 
arrived at State Street and Wacker Drive, the 
streets and sidewalks clogged with traffic and 
pedestrians. 

As he headed north over the State Street 
bridge over the Chicago River, Brown was 
shot in the back of the head at close range by 
a gunman, police said. 

In an interview Tuesday at her home. 
Brown’s mother, Mildred Gooden, 48, said 
she was deeply concerned when she got to her 
son’s side at Northwestern Memorial Hospital. 

Brown had broken his nose and sustained 
gashes to his face from falling to the side- 
walk after he was shot. The buUet penetrated 
Brown’s skin but not his skull, police said. 

“He said. Mama, don’t panic, don’t panic, 
don’t panic,’ ” Gooden said. “... That made me 
feel better because I knew if he was talking to 
me, then he was actually OK.” 

According to Gooden, doctors were hesi- 
tant to remove the bullet from her son’s head, 
fearing it could do more harm than good. He 
is experiencing some brain swelling and hem- 
orrhaging, she said. 

In a tragic coincidence, Gooden’s fiance, 
Willie Gibson, said Brown’s shooting was the 
second stunning act of violence for his ex- 
tended family in as many days. His 6 -year-old 
niece, Arianna Gibson, was fatally shot Sun- 
day morning while sleeping in the living room 
of a family friend’s house in Englewood, one of 
Chicago’s most crime-ridden neighborhoods. 

Gibson said his family is struggling to deal 
with Arianna’s senseless slaying, but the bra- 
zen shooting of Brown in front of scores of 
pedestrians also has left him baffled. 

“The violence in the urban city I can un- 
derstand that there. It’s bad,” said Gibson, 42. 
“... But downtown? I don’t understand that. 
You’re supposed to be safe downtown.” 

This isn’t the first time Brown has been the 
victim of gun violence. In August 2010, he was 
shot in the leg near the University of Chicago 


campus, Chicago police said. No one was ever 
charged in the shooting. 

Brown, 29, has a lengthy criminal record, 
including convictions for narcotics and weap- 
ons offenses as well as aggravated battery to 
a peace officer, according to Cook County 
court records. 

Gooden acknowledged her son’s criminal 
past but said he recently has gotten his life 
together. 

For the past three or four months, her son 
has been “off the streets” and working, often 
returning home from his job at 2 a.m. 

In Tuesday’s shooting, police believe Brown 
was targeted, but Gooden said her son doesn’t 
know the identity of the gunman. 

“He said he never saw anyone. And he 


would not lie to me,” Gooden said. “I mean, 
even if he had saw somebody and didn’t want 
to tell, he wouldn’t have even cooperated and 
spoke to the detectives, or anybody 

“But when he told me, he said, T was walk- 


ing to work. I never saw anybody, mama.’ ” 
Investigators are checking surveillance 
video footage in and around the shooting 
scene. Police said no one was in custody Tues- 
day night.

Mother, son killed 
in 2-car collision

A carload of children who planned to spend 
the day at the Wisconsin Dells collided with 
another car on the Northwest Side on Tues- 
day morning, killing a mother and her teenage 
son. 

Claudia Delia, 35, and Brian Delia, 16 were 
pronounced dead soon after the crash at Aus- 
tin and Sunnyside avenues in Jefferson Park, 
according to relatives. 

Three other children in the car were seri- 
ously injured, as was the driver of the other 
car, officials said. 

Ana Rodriguez was in her home at the 
southwest corner of Austin and Sunnyside 
when she heard the crash. She opened her 
front door to see a “horrific” scene just past 
her property 

Rodriguez and other neighbors rushed to 
pry open the doors of the vehicle but couldn’t. 
Two people in the front were unresponsive, 
and a child in the back seat was crying that he 
couldn’t feel his legs. 


The group then heard a baby crying in the 
back seat. A third child also was in the back, 
Rodriguez said. A car seat was on the street 
near the car. 

“When I saw that my heart went out to 
them. ... Especially when it’s in front of your 
house,” she said. 

Rodriguez said she has lived in her home 
since 1998 and said she’s seen plenty of acci- 
dents at the corner, but none like this. 

“This one was nothing like I’ve seen since 
all these years that I’ve been here,” she said. 
That includes 10 years ago when a car crashed 
into her basement. 

“We’re always calling the police” about aU 
the accidents, Rodriguez said, adding that she 
has spoken to her alderman about the inter- 
section. 

Other neighbors also said the intersection 
is dangerous, and parents have told their kids 
to use a bus stop down the street because the 
one on the northwest corner of the intersec- 
tion is too close to traffic. 


Lolla band van found,

Winds, currents sink 
Cuba-to-Florida swim 


□ MIAMI Contrary winds and currents 
forced 6i-year-old American swim- 
mer Diana Nyad to abandon her bid to be- 
come the first person to swim from Cuba 
to Florida without a shark cage. 

“Diana herself decided to end the 
swim. ... The combination of factors was 
too much to safely continue,” her crew 
members tweeted Tuesday after Nyad was 
pulled out of the water halfway through 
her attempt to swim the 103-mile distance 
from Havana, Cuba, to Key West. 

CNN, which had a producer on one 
of the boats accompanying Nyad, said 
she was vomiting when she was brought

aboard an escort boat at 12:45 local 
time Tuesday 

Nyad, who ate scrambled eggs as her 
little flotilla headed for Key West, was dis- 
appointed but in good spirits. 

“It felt like this was my moment. I don’t 
feel like a failure at all. But we needed a 
little more luck,” she tweeted. 

“It’s hard because I felt like I had it in 
me,” she said in another. 

She had completed about 29 hours of 
the swim that had been expected to last 
about 60 hours. CNN producer Matt 
Sloane had earlier reported that Nyad had 
been experiencing twinges of pain in her 



shoulder and a touch of asthma. 

Nyad, who had plunged into the warm 
sea at the Marina Hemingway on the 
western outskirts of Havana on Sunday 
evening, swam strongly for more than 24 
hours before running into winds, rough 
seas and strong currents that buffeted her 
relentlessly 

Nyad, who was raised in southern Flor- 
ida, first tried the crossing from Cuba 
in 1978 at age 28, but failed in the face of 
winds and heavy waves. The same swim 
was completed successfully in 1997 by Aus- 
tralian Susan Maroney who was 22 at the 
time. But Maroney also used a shark cage. 


Riots rage, 
but London 
stays quiet 

□ LONDON Violence flared 
in English cities and towns 
Tuesday night, but London, 
where thousands of extra police 
had been deployed, was largely 
peaceful after three turbulent 
nights in which youths rampaged 
across the capital. 

Groups of youths in hooded 
sweatshirts fought running bat- 
tles with police in Manchester 
in northwest England, smashing 
windows and looting shops. A 
clothes shop was set on fire. 

In Salford, greater Manchester, 
rioters threw bricks at police and 
set fire to buildings. A BBC cam- 
eraman was attacked. Television 
pictures showed flames leaping 
from shops and cars, and plumes 
of thick black smoke billowing 
across roads. 

In London, commuters hur- 
ried home early, shops shut and 
many shopkeepers boarded their 
windows as the city prepared ner- 
vously for more of the violence. 

Gangs have ransacked stores, 
carting off clothes, shoes and 
electronic goods, torched cars, 
shops and homes— causing tens 
of millions of British pounds of 
damage— and taunted the police.

During the pregame, there is a team-specif- 
ic runout featuring mascots and cheerleaders 
for all 32 teams. In the demo, Stanley the Bear 
gets the Soldier Field crowd revved up before 
Julius Peppers and Brian Urlacher emerge 
waving Bears flags and lead the defensive 
starters onto the field. At one point, there’s 
also a stern exchange of words between 


quarterback Jay Cutler and coach Lovie Smith 
after a three-and-out. How’s that for realism? 

As far as game play the demo shows off 
“Madden’s” new “dynamic player perfor- 
mance” system, which means players’ ratings 
and tendencies can change midgame. In the 
game RedEye played. Cutler got sacked twice 
early and in the pause menu we were told he 
was paranoid and trigger happy 

The game also features a new collision sys- 
tem that enables gamers full control of players 
up to the point of impact and 100 new tackle 
animations. 

Defensive players also are programmed to 
recognize and react to plays better and will be 
able to break out of assignments when needed.

Dexter Tortoriello’s moody, 
noisy sounds may surprise 
at Mad Decent Block Party

In the electronic duo Flouses, Dexter Tor toriello explored 
a more cheerful sound, crafting sunny compositions that 
could have soundtracked an island retreat. Things take a 
much more ominous turn on “Blo^y” the debut EP from his 
moodier solo project, Dawn Golden and Rosy Cross. 

Reached at home in Hanover Park, the 24-year-old 
DJ/noisemaker, who performs at this weekend’s (free!) Mad 
Decent Block Party discussed his fondness for sad songs, 
the benefit of sticking with Myspace and why he’s happy to 
share names with a (fictional) serial killer. 


Does it feel odd to piay att event billed as a block party 
wheti yotir music is b est fitted to overcast days? 

Yeah, it’s going to be really interesting. My live set is far 
more noisy and bass heavy than the stuff on the record. 
The first song on the album, "On the Floor” gels adapted 
into this really big, bass-heavy cut for the live set. I’m 
hoping to go out there and assault people with a barrage 
of drums and bass and noise. 

Do you cope well with the heat? 

Well, I’m notan air-conditioning guy, but I definitely 
don’t like being smashed against a bunch of other people 
in the sun, sweating and like getting beer spilled on me. 
I’m much more of a hermit than that requires. A lot of 
DJs really like playing and getting crazy and sweating 
on people. That’s something I’m going to have to learn 
to love, I guess. 

These songs are fairly dark. Did something have you 
bummed out during recording? 

In a way, yeah. Most of that EP was recorded in the middle 
of the night when I was trying to get new Flouses material 


together and It wasn't coming out. The Flouses record is 
really upbeat; it doesn’t tackle too much difficult material. 
But that’s totally not where my roots in music come from. 
My roots in music come from, like, Nick Drake and really 
sad folk stuff. So I ended up with these five songs that didn’t 
fit in with the Houses stuff. Then I recorded vocals for a few 
of them and it became very clear that this had to be a 
different project. 

"yvhite Sun” and '"Black Sun” are both essentially 
funeral songs. 

Yes they are. I’ve dealt with a lot of death in my life, 
particularly when I wrote "Black Sun.” Most of the lyrical 
content centers around the idea of catharsis. [The songs] 
are all really personal to me, I don’t write about many 
things in this project that aren’t personal. 

Since the music Is so moody, I’m curious about the 
last thing that made you laugh. 

1 watched the worst movie last night with my girlfriend: 
"Super ■ with Rainn Wilson. There’s this one scene-and it’s 
the only thing in the movie that made me laugh-where this

THE *HELP’ STAR IS ALL 
OVER THE PLACE- 
AND LOVING IT

“The Help” marks the third Emma Stone mov- 
ie released in four weeks, following “Eriends 
with Benefits” and “Crazy Stupid Love.” Isn’t 
she worried about, uh, Stone-verkill? 

“Stone-verkill! Yes! Coined a word,” Stone 
exclaims, laughing. “I’m always worried about 
Stone-verkill. I have to live with me every day 
I’ve had to listen to my voice way too much the 
past week. I probably shouldn’t do anything 
ever again.” 

That self-deprecating sense of humor and 
irresistible charm are part of why the 22-year- 
old actress has become such a hot Hollywood 
commodity even though she has only just 
finished filming her biggest role (in next year’s 
superhero reboot “The Amazing Spider-Man”).

but it’s all so informed by how recent this 
all was. It’s a strange balance that’s being 
struck in Mississippi right now Really, 
really wonderful people, but you’re on the 
Tallahatchie River six miles from where 
Emmett Till’s body was found, and it’s 
kind of impossible to forget that while 
you’re making it. So I definitely became 
more aware of how far we’ve come and 
how far we still have to go. 

RedEye reader @blairjanis wanted to 
know: How much of a person’s character 
is shaped by the times they live in? 

I think a pretty damn fair amount. I 
believe that nurture outweighs nature so 
much of the time in human beings. It’s 
hard to tell because you don’t really know 
what your nature is until you get really 
angry and you’re kinda primal. [Laughs.] I 
think that it affects us hugely in ways that 
we don’t even realize. 

So what happens when you get angry? 

Blind rage. I also find out that I’m filled 
with rage when weightlifting. Who knew? 
It’s all bubbling right under the surface. I 
do not feel like a rage-filled human at any 


other point in time, but when I’m weight- 
lifting, I’m a lunatic. 

What are you benching right now? 

Nothing. I am not benching anymore.

This summer we’ve seen “Bridesmaids” 
and “Bad Teacher,” and people are talk- 
ing a lot about women in comedy. What 
can you do to be seen as funny and attrac- 
tive without having to minimize one or 
the other? 

I think you just have to be totally and 
completely yourself Mila [Kunis is] a 
friend of mine and I think she’s awesome 
and she’s one of the most beautiful human 
beings on the planet, and incredibly funny, 
so you choose your own path. There’s no 
one you can emulate in any sense. I think 
Tina Ley said. I’m completely paraphras- 
ing, but the basic idea of what she said was 
you really can’t follow anyone’s specific 
career path, you kind of have to make 
your own.

How confusing is that for your emotional 
state? 

I don’t know how well I did as a 17-year- 
old this go-round, but we’ll see. 

You seem to be climbing People’s Most 
Beautiful List, among other lists. Is it true 
that people become more beautiful as 
they become more famous? 

[Laughs.] What an interesting theory Um, 
apparently I guess that’s a ... notion. I don’t 
know what the hell is going on. [Laughs.]

Stars: It’s 
not just 
‘a cause’

Viola Davis didn’t want to wear the uniform. 

The Oscar-nominated actress was thrilled 
at the chance to star in “The Help,” the film 
based on the best-selling novel by Kathryn 
Stockett. But it was a movie about maids in 
the Jim Crow South. 

And “I had to get past the fact that I’d be 
playing a maid.” 

It’s an image heavy with history and mean- 
ing— the black maid in uniform— raising 
upper-class white children in the segregated 
South. More than 70 years after “Gone With 
the Wind,” the “mammy” stereotype that 
Hollywood happily embraced and then re- 
jected still carries weight within the black 
community 

Stockett’s 2009 novel upon which “The 
Help,” opening Wednesday, is based, relates 
a series of oral histories by Southern maids 
in the 1960s. It was inspired by the author’s 
childhood in Jackson, Miss., where she has 
said she was raised by her family’s house- 
keeper. 

“People assume it’s that same old story race 
in the South,” says co-star Octavia Spencer, 
who plays the feisty maid Minny “But it’s be- 
ing told from a different perspective. That in 
itself is a huge feat.” 

Davis, who turns 46 the day after the 
movie opens, was born in South Carolina but 
grew up in Rhode Island. Spencer, 39, grew 
up “at the end of the civil rights era” in Mont- 
gomery, Ala. 

“The responsibility of image and message is 
heavy on the backs of actors of color. We have 
a larger responsibility to fill. We’re not just 
artists,” Davis says. Spencer agrees. 

Yet neither actress wants “The Help” to be 
perceived as just “a cause.” 

“It’s ultimately a movie about relationships 
that cross generations, colors,” Davis says. 
“Yes, [the South] is a place with a violent his- 
tory, a place with second-class citizens who 
could only find work as maids, but a place 
that’s more complicated than those two sim- 
ple facts.” 

“Lamilies have been saying, ever since the 
civil rights movement, that ‘I don’t want my 
kid to go through what I went through,’ ” 
Spencer adds. “We’ve lost the tradition of 
teaching what a struggle it was and the fact 
that there was a struggle. 

“So this film could be very foreign to the 
younger generations of moviegoers. And 
that’s a good thing.”
